Each was quietly notilied of tlie fact, 
while the unsuccessful ones simply 
received blank slips. 

The coramitt«'e met within a week and 
for the first time lu'came awaie of eacli 
others identity and also that of the man 
whom they were to try and the cliais.^es 
preferred. Hence, of all the niumlH^rs 
of the onler only the committee, tlie 
man preferring the charges and the wit- 
nesses examined, were cognizant of th<< 
personality of the body or its proceetl- 
iiigs. Charges were preferredT against 
Cronin of being a British spy; he was 
found guilty by a unanimous vote and 
sentencwl to be "removed." In some 
way knowleil^e of these proceedings 
came to Cromn, and hence his freqneut 
statements just before he met his death 
that a violent end was in store for him.

Tlie O .vrnsboro Ini|uirer'sans« er to tiie 
petition of .State Auditor Fayette Hewitt 
in the action of the latter against the 
fornieron account of a!Iei:»>i1 libelous pub- 
lications in connection with the Tate de- 
faleatiOB, was filed in the ooart at Louis 
ville this week. It was prepared by 
Messrs. Weir, Weiri'i Waller, and, .Swee- 
ney, KIlis & Sweeney, of OweostxMtO, and 
Judge Muir, of Louicville. 

Tbe Courier-Journal says: "It makes a 
general denial of all tbe allegations. In 
addition, withoat waiving their special 
plea as to Jorisdiction, Messrs. Ford snd 
Givens charge thi t the planlilT irarbled 
tlie Inquirer article in bia petition. At 
the time Ford wrote the article, which is 
triven in its entirety, they charged and be- 
lieved the statements thereiu contained 
were trae and they now aver and reiterate 
that they were true, in their answer. 
They deny that the article was wicked or 
that they bad any enmity against tbe de- 
fendant in uttering them, but declare 
that they published tbe statements in 
good faith. 

" In addition to denying that the State 
Auditor did not know of Tate's defalca- 
tion until March 17, as Hewitt states, 
they deny that be did not make false en- 
tries to conceal Tate's shortcomings. A 

lot iif ti.'iires from Tale's account are 
furnished. Tbey cover tbe settlements 
of Janoary 5, 1890; Jannary 2, 1882; Jan- 
uary 7, 1>^1, and January 1. ISSij. The 
(leticit on tbe first named date was said to 
have been $29,889.28; on tba nest $4d,- 
750 64; on next $118,268.14; and OB the 
next, ?!'J9.247.50. 

"They charged that it waa tbe dnty of 
the Auditor and Secretsrv of St ite to 
tiave a settlement with T^h at the end 
of his succeeding t^rm, January, 18.S8, 
but that tbey failed to make such settle- 
ment in the month of January, 1888, or 
at any time, tliont;h Tate was in bis office 
at the Capitol of the State, and oontinaed 
to be in Frankfort and aboat his ofllce 
until some lime in March, when he fled 
tbe Commonwealth and has eioce re- 
mained a fugitive from Jostioe. And 
during the periods from Janoary to his 
lligbt iu March, tbe Auditor, tbey say, 
failed to investigate the state of his bank 
accounts, or to ascertain the money OB 
liand in the Treasury. 

"Tbe defendants say that, in the vari- 
ous settlements, the entries made it ap- 
pear that Tate had more to bis credit 
than in fact he actually had. They insist 
tliat if tbe plaintiff bad exercised the 
diligence tbe duties of his ofBce legally 
exacted of him, the misappropriation 
would have been discovered and money 
thus saved the State, as the bank could 
have bei-n compelled tu account to the 
State. Tate was a defaulter, but they 
have no means of knowing whether for 
himself or the benefit of other people. 
The article was written and published for 
the benefit of tbe publie, wlio were inter- 
est ed in the proper adtoinistratioii of the 
duties of the Auditor's ullice, and, apart 
from this, with no intent to iBjsrs the 
good name of the plaint iff . 

"In their special plea as to jurisdica 
tion, the defendants, Messrs. Ford 4 Giv- 
ens, deny that tbey are either lessees or 
proprietors of tbe newspaper printing the 
alleged libel and they also d*-iiy that the 
alleged injury to the plaintiff was done 
in Jefferson County, but that tbe articles 
were sent from Daviess (county where 
they were printed. They also deny that 
the plaintiflT was injured in the sum of 
160,000 or any other sum, and petition in 
the usual wav tu be dismissed."
